The Wildcat Radio Network, consisting of more than 40 affiliates, is the 
largest collegiate sports network in the state of Kansas and has been in exis- 
tence since 1980, The network is the property of Morris Communications 
of Topeka and is flagshipped by WIBW (580 AM, Topeka). 

Greg Sharpe is in his fourth year as the “Voice of the Wildcats,” 
although he also served as color analyst on KSU basketball games during 
the 1989 and ‘96 seasons. He is no stranger to the regional sports scene, 
having done both radio and television duty for WIBW and KSNT-TV in 
Topeka the last 14 years. A 1986 Kansas State graduate and native of 
Olathe, Kan., Sharpe first worked with the Wildcat Network in 1985 and 
later became the sideline reporter in 1987. He is married to Amy Lietz, a 
1994 K-State graduate and news anchor at KSNT-TV. 

Former KSU quarterback Stan Weber is in his 13th year in the booth/as 
the Wildcat expert analyst. Originally from Goddard, Kan., Weber earned 
Academic All-America honors in 1984 by the College Sports Information 
Directors of America (CoSIDA) and won three letters while at K-State 
from 1980-84. 

Sideline reporter Greg Akagi is in his fourth year on the network, while 
executive producer and engineer of the network, Ed O'Donnell, is in his 
38th year with WIBW. O'Donnell, who joined the network in 1970, also 
serves as the radio voice on Kansas State women’s basketball games. His 
hometown is Kansas City.

Big 12 Conference History: Creating a Legacy 

One of the nation’s most prolific conferences, the Big 12 maintains its 
leadership role in academic, student life, competition, sportsmanship, and 
compliance areas within the NCAA framework. 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the integration of acade- 
mic and athletic endeavors, Baylor, Colorado, lowa State, Kansas, Kansas 
State, Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas AWM 
and Texas Tech combined forces on February 25, 1994, and forged the Big 
12 Conference, one of the most powerful alliances in NCAA Division | 
competition to date. 

Individually, member schools have long been respected for successes 
both in its classrooms and its stadiums. In all, conference institutions

have received numerous accolades for the quality of academic resources, 
programs and services offered to students. 

Athletically, Big 12 teams have accounted for almost 160 (157 
through May, 1999) national team championships-141 NCAA and 16 wire 
service football tiles—while its student-athletes have claimed more than 
800 NCAA crowns entering the 1999-00 academic year. 

The formation of the Big 12 represented an undertaking by school 
chief executive officers to combine resources to achieve even higher lev- 
els of performance heading into the 21st Century. 

Institution chancellors and presidents serve as the chief policy makers 
of the Conference, operating as the Board of Directors. Administration of 
the circuit occurs through the Council of Faculty Athletics Representatives, 
Board of Athletics Directors and Board of Senior Woman Administrators, 

Steven J. Hatchell became the conference's first commissioner on 
March 26, 1995. Dave Martin, Associate Athletics Director at Oklahoma 
State, replaced Hatchell on May, 9, 1998, and kept the conference on a 
solid path of devotion to student-athleticism, a prominent role in nation- 
al collegiate governance and fiscal responsibility. Kevin Weiberg was 
named as the second full-time Commissioner of the Big 12 Conference on 
Oct. 8, 1998, and officially began his tenure on Dec. 4, 1998. 

The Big 12 took an initial bold step in its community service pro- 
grams in May, 1996, by adopting Special Olympics as its primary philan- 
thropy. Other charitable and community service organizations such as the 
Lou Groza National Collegiate Place Kicker Award, NCAA YES Program 
and Best Buddies, to name a few, have the sponsorship of the conference. 
Individual member-institutions have provided facilities for local, regional 
and national Special Olympics competition for years, but under the Big 12 
blanket, Special Olympians, their coaches and their fans have the oppor- 
tunity to interact as recipients of clinics and other cooperative efforts in 
conjunction with Big 12 events. In August, 1996, Executive Directors of 
Special Olympics in the seven-state area and Big 12 officials met and 
decided to promote the national movement through public service 
announcements aired to all 50 states and some overseas’ markets during 
Big 12 football and basketball games and on the weekly “Big 12 Showcase” 
television program. Although the Special Olympians certainly benefit 
from the use of conference facilities and clinics, Big 12 student-athletes, 
_ officials and fans gain almost as much if not more 
from this partnership. 

Another innovative venture of the Big 12 is 
the development of the Life Skills Program and 
Academic Services, which seeks to enhance the 
“total person” concept both on and off the field. 
Programs such as the Student-Athlete Advisory 
Committee, Special Olympics, NCAA Youth 
Neighborhood Sports, and the NCAA YES program 
of clinics and stay-in-school messages to young- 
sters are just a few of the life skills areas promoted 
by the Big 12. Student-athletes play an active role 
in community endeavors such as hospital visits, 
youth school programs, enhance/cligibility infor- 
mation and anti-violence campaigns, all promoted 
through local appearances and public service 
announcements aired during Big 12 contests. 
Activities such as these have helped the Big 12 raise 
the standard of excellence throughout the NCAA. 

Exposure is key in any endeavor of this mag- 
nitude, and the Big 12 has one of the most com- 
prehensive regional and national telecast agree- 
ments in the country, 

ABC and FOX Sports Net combine to pro- 
duce nearly 40 football games annually in syndi- 
cated, regional, national and prime time windows. 
The Conference dominates network television 
annually on the Friday after Thanksgiving with 
back-to-back national grid telecasts of Texas-Texas 
A&M and Colorado-Nebraska. 
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In all, the packages with ABC, FOX Sports Net and ESPN guarantee 
the Big 12 the finest intercollegiate coverage through the year 2003 (with 
ABC for football television) and at least $159 million into the coffers of the 
member institutions. 

The Big 12 got off the planning boards and onto the field as 
Oklahoma claimed the inaugural conference championship in softball 
May 11, 1996. Big 12 football kicked off in grand fashion as Kansas State 
defeated Texas Tech 21-14 August 31, 1996, in Manhattan, Kan. The inau- 
gural volleyball crown was won by Nebraska, and Texas edged Nebraska 
37-27 in the first Dr Pepper Big 12 Football Championship Game to allow 
the conference to gain two Bowl Alliance berths and to bring a very suc- 
cessful 1996 to a close. The Huskers moved on after the ‘97 campaign to 
win their third national football title in four years. 

The Big 12 utilizes a North-South divisional format in football, with 
the two Oklahoma schools and the four Texas schools making up the Big 
12 South and the remaining six schools complete the Big 12 North. The 
champions of each division face each other in an electric showdown in 
early December to determine the Big 12 representative to the Bowl Alliance. 
Thanks to the high level of competition, the Big 12 was the only conference 
with two teams participating in the alliance in each of the first two years of 
the Bowl Alliance after the 1996 and 1997 football seasons, and Nebraska 
clinched the national title in the ESPN/USA TODAY football poll on Jan. 2, 
1998, with a 42-17 victory over Tennessee in the FedEx Orange Bowl. In 
addition to an automatic berth in the Bowl Championship Series from, the 
Big 12 also has four other bowl agreements with the Southwestern Bell 
Cotton Bowl Classic, Culligan Holiday Bowl. Sylvania Alamo Bowl, 
Insight.Com Bowl, and Sanford Independence Bow]. 

In all, the Big 12 is home to more than 4,000 student-athletes on 209 
teams in the 21 men’s and women’s Big, 12-sponsored sports. Men’s pro- 
grams regulated by the conference include baseball, basketball, cross 
country, football, golf, indoor/outdoor track and field, swimming and div- 
ing, tennis, and wrestling. Big 12-regulated women’s programs include 
basketball, cross country, golf, gymnastics, indoor/outdoor track and field. 
soccer, softball, swimming and diving, and tennis.

A revised statistical rating system will be in 
place to determine the teams that will participate in 
the championship game of the Bowl Championship 
Series following the 1999 season. The rating system 
will consist of the same four major components 
used in 1998; subjective polls of the writers and 
coaches, computer rankings, schedule strength and 
number of losses. The two teams which have the 
lowest point total in the four categories will play in 
the national championship game. 


POLLS 

The poll component will be calculated based on 
the average of the ranking of each team in the 
Associated Press media poll and the USA 
Today/ESPN coaches poll. The rankings of each 
team will be added and divided by two. For exam- 
ple, a team ranked number one in one poll and 
number two in the other poll would receive 1.5 
points in this component (1+2 = 3/2 = 1,5). 
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The BCS Standings will determine which teams will | 


COMPUTER RANKINGS 

The second component will consist of eight 
computer rankings. These computer rankings will 
include the three used last year (New York Times, 
Jeff Sagarin’s USA TODAY and The Anderson- 
Hester/Seattle Times) along with five additional 
rankings: Richard Billingsley, Dunkel Index, 
Kenneth Massey, David Rothman and the 
Matthews/Scripps-Howard rankings. The computer 
component will be determined by averaging the 
seven highest computer rankings. The lowest com- 
puter ranking will be disregarded. For example, ifa 
team is ranked first in four polls, second in three 
polls and third in another, the ranking in which the 
team is third will be disregarded and the remaining 
seven polls will be added and divided by seven (1, 
1, 1,1, 2, 2, 2, 3:= 10/7 = 1,43). 


STRENGTH OF SCHEDULE 
The third component will be the team’s strength 
of schedule. This component is calculated by deter- 
mining the cumulative won/loss records of the 
teams opponents and the cumulative won/loss 
records of the teams’ opponents’ opponents. The 
formula shall be weighted two-third (66 2/3%) for 
the opponents record and one-third (33 1/3%) for 
the opponents’ opponents record. The team's sched- 
ule strength shall be calculated to determine in 
which quartile it will rank: 1-25, 26-50; 51-75; 76- 
| 100 and shall be further quantified by its ranking

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Head Coach Bill Snyder 


In his LO seasons in Manhattan. Kansas 
State head coach Bill Snyder has taken the 
Wildcat football program from the depths of 
college football to one of the nation’s’ premier 
programs, making Snyder one of the most 
decorated head coaches in college football. 

Since Snyder took over the program prior 
to the 1989 season, he has triggered what many 
experts have called the greatest turnaround in 
college football history. And unlike most recla- 
mation projects, K-States story hasn't been a 
one-season flash-in-the-pan. 

Snyder has won at least nine games in 
each of the last six seasons, making K-State 
one of just six major college football programs to reach that milestone. He 
also has led K-State to six straight bowl games and has had the Wildcats 
ranked in the Top LO each of the past five seasons including in the top five 
for the entire 1998 season, The Wildcats also have been one of college foot- 
ball’s best home teams under Snyder, compiling an impressive 50-5-1 record 
at KSU Stadium since 1990, the fifth-best home record in college football 
this decade, 

In 1998 he led K-State to its second straight 11-win season and a No. + 
ranking in the final regular season polls. In November, K-State occupied a 
No. | ranking in a national poll for the first time in school history. The 
Wildcats won the Big 12 Conference North Division and advanced to a post- 
season bowl game for the sixth year in a row. K-State won its first 11 games 
of the season and ran its winning streak to a school-record 20 games before 
falling to Texas A&M in the Big 12 Championship game. Quarterback 
Michael Bishop became the first Wildcat to be a finalist for the Heisman 
Trophy, and a total of six K-Staters earned All-America honors. 

Snyder earned National Coach-of-the-Year honors from the Walter 
Camp Foundation, the Bobby Dodd Coach of the Year Foundation. the 
Associated Press, the Paul “Bear” Bryant Award and the Schutt Sports Group. 

In 1997, Snyder led the Wildcats to their first 1 1-win season in school 
history, a No. 7 final ranking and the first 10-win regular season since 1910. 
It was just the third 10-win season in 102 years of K-State football. Kansas 
State won a school-record seven conference games, finishing second in the 
North Division to undefeated and eventual national champion Nebraska. 
The Wildcats defeated South Division champion Texas 
A&M, 36-17. The season was capped with a 35-18 win 
over Big East Conference champion Syracuse in the 
Tostitos Fiesta Bowl, with an estimated 50,000 K-State 
fans attending K-State’ first-ever Alliance Bowl. 

The 1996 season saw K-State finish with a 9-3 
record, while more than 45,000 Wildcat fans painted 
Dallas purple for the Southwestern Bell Cotton Bowl, 
Kansas State’ first-ever New Years Day Bowl. Despite 
a 19-15 loss to No, 5 Brigham Young, the support and 
respect for the K-State program grew to unprecedent- 
ed heights. 

In 1995, Snyder guided K-State to a 10-2 record, 
including a 5-2 Big Eight record to tie for second place 
behind national-champion Nebraska. Following a 54- 
21 blitzing of WAC-champion Colorado State in the 
1995 Holiday Bowl, the Wildcats finished the season 
ranked sixth in the USA Today/CNN Coaches Poll and 
seventh in the Associated Press Poll, Both rankings 
were the highest ever attained by a Kansas State foot- 
ball team. 


Snyder's unprecedented success at Kansas State 
hasn't gone unnoticed. Snyder has been named the 
National Coach-of-the-Year on three occasions (also 
by ESPN in 1991 and by CNN in 1994), He has been a 
finalist for the prestigious Bear Bryan/FWAA National 
Coach-of-the-Year Award in 1993 and 1995. before 
winning in 1998; a finalist for the Football News 
National Coach of the Year Award in 1995 and 1998; 
and a finalist for the Kodak/AFCA National Coach-of- 


the-Year Award in 1993 and 1998. In 1993 he joined legendary Nebraska 
head coach Bob Devaney as the only head coaches in Big Eight history to be 
named Associated Press Big Eight Coach-of-the-Year three times in a four- 
year period (1990, 1991 and 1993). The Houston Chronicle named him the 
1996 Big 12 Coach-of-the-Year, while he earned 1997 and 1998 Big 12 
Coach-of-the-Year honors from the Kansas City Star. Snyder also was the 
1998 Big 12 Coach-of-the-Year by the Associated Press and by a vote of 
league coaches 

During the last six seasons, the Wildcats have amassed a 59-13-] 
record, the second-best overall mark among the teams in the Big 12 
Conference, and, K-State has been ranked in the Top 25 for 92 of the past 
96 polls, including a current streak of 67 consecutive polls heading into the 
1999 season, 

Those numbers alone indicate the emergence of a new power in the Big 
12 Conference and with it the recognition that Snyder is truly one of the 
finest coaches in college football today, 

“Bill Snyder isn't the coach of the year, and he isn't the coach of the 
decade,” said former Oklahoma and Dallas Cowboys coach Barry Switzer, 
“He's the coach of the century.” 

But to put the significance of that success into proper perspective, one 
must consider the not-so-distant history of what was the worst football pro- 
gram in the country and the profound impact Snyder has had not only on the 
football program, but Kansas State University as a whole. 

Perhaps former Colorado head coach Bill McCartney said it best. 

“I don't think anybody has approximated what he’s done,” McCartney 
said in 1994. “He's taken a team that didn't have a good football tradition. 
Colorado had a good tradition at one time, but what has happened at Kansas 
State is unprecedented. | don't think anybody in college football can com- 
pare to what they've done in Manhattan. It looks like the entire university 
has gotten behind him. They're hitting on all cylinders in recruiting, acade- 
mically, and in their cohesiveness.” 

The list of accomplishments Snyder has amassed in just 10 years is as 
endless as the time most people thought it would take for the Wildcats to be 
a consistent threat in the Big Eight, and now, Big 12 Conference. 

In 1993, Snyder guided K-State to its first bowl win in school history 
and in 1994 the Wildcats cracked the Top 10 for the first time in school his- 
tory, In 1998 the Wildcats achieved a No. 1 national ranking in one of the 
major polls for the first time in the program's history.

In 1995, the Wildcats finished tied for second in the Big Eight and their 
5-2 league mark gave K-State two-consecutive 5-2 Big Eight seasons. In the 
last three years of the Big Eight, the Wildcats defeated or tied every team in 
the league except Nebraska, pushing the Huskers to the wire three times in 
the last six years. Against everyone in the Big 12 except Nebraska and 
Colorado, the Wildcats are 32-2 since 1993. 

While some of those accomplishments would be considered modest at 
some schools, history tells you why they are so impressive at Kansas State. 

In the last nine years, Snyder has resurrected the Wildcats from a 1-36- 
1 stretch to close out the 1980s to a 76-29-1 (.722) mark to start the 1990s. 
In fact, one has to add all victories from 1959 to 1988 to total 77 wins at K- 
State. 

Individually, Snyder has produced 30 different All-Americans during 
the past 10 years, including five consensus first-team All-Americans in 1992 
(his son, Sean Snyder), 1993 (FS Jaime Mendez), 1995 (CB Chris Canty and 
DT Tim Colston), 1996 (Canty), 1997 (PK Martin Gramatica) and 1998 (PR 
David Allen). 

Gramatica was the 1997 Lou Groza Collegiate Place-Kicker Award win- 
ner, the first major award winner in Kansas State history. Quarterback 
Michael Bishop became the first K-State player to be named a finalist for the 
Heisman Trophy (finishing as runner-up) while winning the Davey O’Brien 
Award as the nation’s outstanding quarterback. 

Hayden Fry, the former lowa head coach who watched Snyder direct a 
dangerous Hawkeye offense for 10 years during that program's amazing 
turnaround, was the first to forecast Kansas State's rise. 

“TL think he'll do a job much quicker than anyone anticipates in regards 
to taking Kansas State to respectability,” Fry said. “He's a quality coach and 
gentleman.” 

And yet its probable that even Fry looks on in amazement when pon- 
dering where the Kansas State football program was before Snyder's arrival 
and the level it has ascended to today. 

The foundation for K-State’s turnaround was laid in 1989 during 
Snyder's first season in Manhattan, Although the season yielded just a 1-10 
record, it became evident to everyone involved in the program that some- 
thing special was happening. Most importantly, Snyder instilled a winning 
attitude and a healthy dose of self-respect and enthusiasm to a program that 
had been given up for dead more than once over the years. 

In 1990, Kansas State was one of just four teams in the country to 
improve its record by four games with a 5-6 mark, including its first Big Eight 
Conference wins in four seasons with victories over Oklahoma State and lowa 
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State. Snyder again beat those two schools with impressive wins in 1991, 
while adding Kansas and Missouri to the list of his Big Eight victims to finish 
at 7-4. Heavy graduation losses on the offensive side of the ball resulted in a 
5-6 mark in 1992, but the Wildcats were still able to hang their hats on their 
first perfect home season (5-0) since 1934. 

Of course, it should come as no surprise that Snyder would be this kind 
of architect for a building program. At lowa, he played a key role in the 
renaissance of a Hawkeye program that went from 17 consecutive losing 
seasons to eight straight bowl appearances. Snyder was the mind behind 
lowa's potent offensive attack. The Hawkeye offense ranked first in passing 
efficiency and third in passing yardage nationally in Snyder’ last five years 
of direction. In his final lowa season, the Peach Bowl team led the Big Ten, 
and ranked seventh nationally, with 277 passing yards per game, That team 
also ranked second in the Big Ten with 416 yards of total offense per outing, 

Snyder also served as quarterback coach at lowa and helped develop 
some of the best quarterbacks in NCAA history, including NFL players 
Chuck Long (2nd in Heisman voting with over 10,000 passing yards in lowa 
career), Mark Vlasic and Chuck Hartlieb, who wrapped up his career as the 
first Hawkeye quarterback to throw for 3,000 yards in back-to-back seasons. 

Snyder, a member of the American Football Coaches Association Rules 
Committee and Ethics Committee and a speaker at the 1991 and 1995 
NCAA Football Forum, began his full-time coaching career in 1964 as an 
assistant at Indio High School in California. In 1966, he served as a gradu- 
ate assistant at USC under John McKay before returning to become the head 
coach at Indio in 1967. He accepted the same position at Santa Ana Foothill 
High School in 1969, and stayed there until 1973. His record in California 
was 32-10-3. 

In 1974, Snyder became the offensive coordinator on the football staff 
and head swimming coach at Austin College in Sherman, Texas. He joined 
the University of North Texas staff in 1976 where he helped author an 
impressive turnaround with a three-year record of 26-7-0. With the Hayden 
Fry staff, he left UNT in 1979 to take over at Iowa. 

Snyder, who was hired as Kansas State's 32nd head football coach on 
Nov. 30, 1988, received his B.A. from William Jewell in 1963. He earned his 
M.A, from Eastern New Mexico in 1965. As a player, he was a three-year let- 
terwinner as a defensive back at William Jewell. Snyder and his wife, Sharon, 
have two sons (Sean and Ross) and three daughters (Shannon, Meredith and 
Whitney). Sean was a first-team All-America punter by Associated Press, 
Kodak and Athlon’ for Kansas State in 1992, and is currently on the Wildcat 
staff as assistant AD/football operations. 


In 1998, Snyder led the Wildcats to the school’s first-ever No. 1 national 
ranking and the program’s second-consecutive 11-win season.

KSU FORENSICS: A DECADE AT THE TOP 
NATIONALLY—1987-1999 


The past 12 years of competitive success in intercollegiate 
speech and debate experienced by students in the Forensics 
Program at Kansas State University cannot be matched by any 
other public or private institution in the country. Since 1987, 
KSU students have qualified for the elimination rounds at 
every Cross Examination Debate Association [CEDA] 
National Championship Tournament and for the elimination 
rounds at every American Forensic Association National 
Individual Events Competition. Over 500 colleges and uni- 
versities have competed in one or both of these intercollegiate 
competitions during that same period. 


¢ In 1999, K-State finished the year ranked third in the nation 
by NDT and sixth in the nation by CEDA. Two KSU debaters 
won All-America honors, while two K-State teams reached the 
elimination rounds at the CEDA National Championships 
with one advancing to the Sweet Sixteen. KSU won both of 
the J.V. National Championships. 


* Kansas State speech squad members qualified in 42 events 
at the 1999 AFA National Individual Events Tournament. 
Placing eighth overall, KSU students also finished in the Top 
5 nationally in extemporaneous and impromptu speaking and 
in the oratory competition. 


* Since 1988, the KSU debate squad has ended the year 
ranked in the Top 10 nationally eight times and in the Top 20 
two more times. Since 1992, the speech squad has ended the 
year ranked in the Top 5 six times and in the Top 20 twice. 


¢ Since 1986, KSU has never failed to reach the elimination 
round of the top 64 teams at the CEDA National 
Championships. Thirty-seven KSU debate teams have reached 
the elimination rounds at nationals during that period. 


¢ Since 1992, the KSU Speech Squad has won eleven nation- 
al championships: three in oratory, three in rhetorical criti-

The University was founded 
Feb. 16, 1863, under provi- 
sions of the Morrill Act which 
established land grant colleges. 
It was initially located on the 
grounds of the old Bluemont 
Central College, which was 
chartered in 1858. The univer- 
sity moved to its present site in 
1875. Historians disagree over 
whether K-State or Michigan 
State was the first land grant 
college in the nation. 

The 664-acre main campus 
is in northern Manhattan, con- 
venient to both business and 
residential districts. It is locat- 
ed 125 miles west of Kansas 
City via Interstate 70 in the 
rolling Flint Hills of northeast 
Kansas. 

Under an enactment of the 
1991 Kansas Legislature, the 
Salina campus was established 
through a merger of the former 
Kansas College of Technology 
with the university.

Kansas State has firmly entrenched itself as one of the nation’s 
elite football programs and one of just six schools to win at least 
nine games each of the last six seasons. Despite the loss of several 
key seniors on defense, offense and the special teams, expectations 
continue to ride high in Manhattan, 

Head coach Bill Snyder returns seven starters on defense, which 
should be the cornerstone of Wildcat success in 1999. Just four play- 
ers who started at least six games return on offense, but many of the 
players competing for positions in 1999 have seen significant 
amounts of time on the field. 

The Wildcats enter the 1999 season looking to replace Heisman 
Trophy runner-up Michael Bishop at quarterback, All-Big 12 selec- 
tions Darnell McDonald at wide receiver and Ryan Young at offen- 
sive tackle, as well as K-State all-time leading rusher Eric Hickson, 
fullback Brian Goolsby, tight end Justin Swift and offensive guards 
Jeremy Martin and Brien Hanley. 

Snyder and his staff, however, have plenty of offensive weapons 
to work with in 1999, Senior Adam Helm and junior Jonathan 
Beasley will battle for the starting quarterback spot along with 
incoming freshman Ell Roberson. All-America return specialist 
David Allen and former national junior college player of the year 
Frank Murphy enter the fall competing for the No. | running back 
and sophomore Aaron Lockett caught +4 passes for more than 900 
yards as a freshman in 1998. 

The Wildcats return the entire defensive backfield, including, 
first-team All-Big 12 picks Lamar Chapman and Jarrod Cooper at 
the safety positions. All-America linebacker Mark Simoneau returns 
as a fourth-year starter. Defensive tackle Damion McIntosh was a 
second-team All-Big 12 pick in 1998 but could get a look on the 
offensive line as well. Defensive end Darren Howard earned first- 
team All-Big 12 honors in 1998 and needs just four quarterback 
sacks to set a K-State school record. 

The Wildcats will look to replace all-time leading scorer and 
place-kicker Martin Gramatica as well as career punting leader 
James Garcia. Junior Jamie Rheem stepped in as place-kicker in 
1996 when Gramatica was 
injured and should again 
handle kicking duties. 

All-America return spe- 
cialist David Allen returns 
for his junior season after 
leading the nation in punt 
returns in 1998.

O-Line in Brief ... 


The Wildcats return three linemen who saw extensive action in 
1998, including center Randall Cummins (6-3, 285), who started all 
13 games. Senior lan Moses (6-3, 285) has started during his K-State 
career and was a valuable reserve in 1998, Junior Milford 
Stephenson (6-2, 275) started seven games last season and has the 
versatility to play several positions along the front. Stephenson start- 
ed the first seven games of the year at left tackle to earn his second 
letter. 

Cummins established himself as one of the top young linemen 
in the conference, earning honorable-mention All-Big 12 honors in 
his first year as a starter. He was the only lineman to start at the same 
position in every game in 1998. 

Offensive line coach Paul Dunn will look to replace two-year 
starters Brien Hanley and Jeremy Martin at the two guard positions, 
as well as first-team All-Big 12 selection Ryan Young at offensive 
tackle. Young started the season at right tackle before switching to 
the left side midway through the season. 

In 1998, the Wildcats set school records for rushing yardage 
(224.9 avg.) and rushing touchdowns with 42 to rank 12th in the 
nation in rushing. The Wildcats ranked ninth in the nation in total 
offense with an average of 478.5 yards per game. 


Damion McIntosh (77) was a second team All-Big 12 selection as a 
defensive tackle in 1998 but may play some offensive tackle in 1999. 


Six Consecutive Nine-Win Seasons 


Junior center Randall Cummins is the only returning 
offensive lineman who started every game last season. 


Senior lan Moses (6-3, 285), who has started two games for the 
Wildcats, enters the fall as the No. 1 left guard. At right guard, sev- 
eral players, including sophomore Andy Eby (6-3, 280), freshman 
Steve Washington (6-4, 320) and junior Ryan Cummings (6-4,

Freshman John Robertson (6-4, 280) enters the fall as the No. 
| right tackle and is backed up by freshman Chris Bailes (6-6, 270) 
and sophomore Dennis Jones (6-7, 310). 

Stephenson is listed as the No. 2 center, while Washington got 
a look at the position as well in the spring. Sophomore Dan 
Divilbiss (6-1, 270) adds depth at center. 

Senior Damion McIntosh (6-4, 310), who earned second-team 
All-Big 12 honors last year at defensive tackle, may get first shot at 
left tackle. Bailes also saw time there in the spring, and has caught 
the eyes of the coaching staff with his athletic ability, 

Junior Grant Reves (6-6, 300), sophomore Matt Eck (6-5, 280) 
and sophomore Brent Boydston (6-3, 280) add depth along the front 
line.

Receivers in Brief ... 

Sophomore Aaron Lockett (5-7, 155) headlines the returning 
Wildcat receiving corps for assistant coach Greg Peterson in 1999. 
Lockett was second on the team with 44 receptions and set a K-State 
freshman record with 928 yards in receptions in 1998. He set a 
school record by averaging 21.1 yards per catch while grabbing six 
touchdowns. Lockett earned first-team freshman All-America hon- 
ors last season and proved to be a scoring threat from nearly any 
spot on the field. Lockett showed his speed by finishing an impres- 
sive fourth place in the 60-meter dash at the Big 12 Indoor Track and 
Field Championships in February. 

Sophomore Brandon Clark (6-2, 220) is the only other Wildcat 
receiver who caught a pass in 1998 returning this season. 

The Wildcats will be replacing record-setting receiver Darnell 
McDonald, who led the Big 12 with 75 catches, 1,092 yards and nine 
touchdowns in 1998 to earn first-team All-Big 12 and third-team 
All-America honors. Tight end Justin Swift was third on the team 
with 23 catches, while Gavin Peries and Everett Burnett each had 
eight receptions. 

Clark put himself in position to start at one receiver slot with a 
strong spring. Junior college wansfer Quincy Morgan (6-2, 205) 
showed the ability to make big plays with a solid spring and enters 
the fall No, | at the other receiver. Junior Martez Wesley (5-11, 175) 
also separated himself from the group and will probably be the third 
receiver. 

Special teams standout Brice Libel (5-10, 170) and three 
receivers from the 1999 recruiting class will provide depth and com- 
petition. Junior college transfer George Williams (6-1, 190) caught 
49 passes for more than 1,000 yards last year in junior college, while 
Colorado natives LaRoy Bias (6-0, 165) and Derrick Evans (5-11, 
165) both carned All-America honors at the high school level last 
season. 

As Matt Miller begins his first year as an assistant coach, junior 
Shad Meier (6-4, 250) returns as the most experienced tight end, 
but has just one reception in two years. Sophomore Nick Warren (6- 
7, 255) saw action in 1998 as well, catching one pass, but had an 
outstanding performance in the spring game to show that he can 
contribute. Freshmen Brian Lamone (6-4, 245) and Cory Heather 
(6-3, 235) will compete for playing time as well after redshirting last 
season. Incoming freshman Thomas Hill, who earned All-America 
honors at the high school level last season will also add quality 
depth.

“Aaron Lockett returns as the leader of the group while 
junior college transfer Quincy Morgan will be a strong contender 
for a starting position along with Brandon Clark and Martez 
Wesley. 

“K-State signed three wide receivers this past February to let- 
ters of intent.

Running Backs in Brief ... 

The Wildcats and running backs coach Michael Smith will have 
to replace career rushing leader Eric Hickson and three-year starter 
Brian Goolsby in the offensive backfield. Hickson led K-State in 
rushing for the third time last year with 902 yards, while also setting 
a KSU record with 26 career rushing touchdowns. 

Goolsby was a devastating blocker who was a major factor in K- 
State's ranking among the nation’s leaders in rushing offense the past 
two seasons. 

All-America return specialist David Allen (5-9, 195) will get the 
first look at running back after averaging better than 5.1 yards per 
carry in 1998 and leading the Wildcats with 83 yards on 13 rushes 
in the Alamo Bowl. 


Aaron Lockett set a school record in 1998 
by averaging 21.1 yards per reception. 
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Former junior college national player of the year Frank Murphy 
(6-1, 205) also will compete for a starting position. The fastest play- 
er in Kansas State football history, Murphy rushed for 257 yards and 
five touchdowns as a backup in 1998, while showing some impres- 
sive skills as a pass receiver out of the backfield. 

Junior Chris Claybon (5-10, 180) and sophomore Eric Gooden 
(6-3, 210) enter 1999 looking to move up the depth chart. Junior 
college transfer Joe Hall (6-2, 265), as well as incoming freshmen 
Rashad Jackson (5-9, 180), Danny Morris (6-1, 190) and Rashad 
Washington (6-4, 210), will be on campus for fall drills and should 
add quality depth at the position. 

At fullback, Johnno Lazetich (6-1, 245), who sat out last season 
in residency under the NCAA transfer rule, enters the spring as the 
favorite to replace Goolsby. Lazetich started as a freshman at Oregon 
State before transferring to K-State prior to the 1998 season, 

Senior Ryan Payne (6-0, 235) and freshman Nick Hoheisel (6-1, 
225) provide backup to Lazetich. Incoming freshman Brandt Quick 
(6-1, 235) will join the competition when he joins the team in the 
fall. 

Defensive end Monty Beisel (6-3, 255) also saw action as a 
backup fullback in 1998, rushing three times for 14 yards and prov- 
ing to be a reliable blocker. 


Snyder on the Running Backs ... 

“This should be a very competitive fall camp at the running 
back position. Both Frank Murphy and David Allen are anxious 
to settle into the number one slot, with the possibility that Chris 
Claybon and Eric Gooden may enter into the picture. This is a rel- 
atively inexperienced, yet talented, group. Each must develop the 
skills to become a complete player at the position. Focus, work 
habits and execution will become the determining factors. 

“We are anxious to see Johnno Lazetich’s work at fullback. 
His experience as a Division 1-A starter at that position gives him 
the early advantage.”

Offensive coordinator Ron Hudson has the unenviable task of 
replacing the most decorated quarterback in Kansas State history 
with the graduation of Michael Bishop. 

Bishop, who earned first-team All-Big 12 honors and finished 
second in voting for the Heisman, earned the Davey O'Brien Award 
as the nation’s top quarterback in 1998. 

Junior Jonathan Beasley (6-1, 220) and senior Adam Helm (6-3, 
225) enter the fall competing for the starting signal-caller position. 

Beasley lettered as a backup in 1996 and 1997 before sitting out 
the 1998 season as a redshirt. He has seen action in 13 games and 
has thrown and rushed for more than 200 yards. 

Helm saw action in nine games in 1998 to earn his first letter as 
a Wildcat. He completed 14 of 19 passes (74 percent) for 188 yards, 
while rushing for 50 yards and three touchdowns. 

Sophomore Jeremy Milne (6-0, 215) provides adequate depth as 
the Wildcats await the arrival of incoming freshman Ell Roberson III 
(6-1, 190) in the fall. 

Milne saw action in three games last season, completing his only 
pass attempt for 10 yards. Roberson is a versatile quarterback cut 
from the mold of Bishop who is equally dangerous as a passer or 
runner, 

Whoever is standing behind center, expect the K-State quarter- 
back to be productive. The Wildcats have produced a first- or second- 
team all-conference quarterback in eight of nine seasons in the 1990s, 


Snyder on the Quarterbacks ... 

“We certainly respect the difficult task of following a Davey 
O'Brien Award winner, but we have great respect for the young 
men who are in that position. Jonathan and Adam both possess 
qualities that fit well into our system. There are areas in which 
they presently are not as capable as Michael was last year, but 
there are areas in which they exceed Michael's capabilities. Both 
have a great deal of improvement to make, but certainly fall in 
line with the quality of player we have been fortunate to have in 
our program. Jeremy Milne and incoming freshman Ell Roberson 
will be given the opportunity to compete for one of the top two 
positions.”

On the interior, coach Mo Latimore has second-team All-Big 12 
pick Damion Mcintosh (6-4, 290) at one tackle and sophomore 
DeVane Robinson (6-1, 270) at the other. Robinson was involved in 
the playing rotation in 1998 while earning his first letter. 

Senior Nilijah McCoy (6-3, 290) will return after sitting out 
each of the last two seasons. He was cleared to participate in spring 
drills and showed the ability to earn a look as a starting tackle. 
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Senior linebacker Mark Simoneau is a preseason All-America 
selection who will anchor the Wildcat defense. 


Robinson's playing time could be determined by whether 
Mcintosh ends up on offense or defense, McIntosh is one of the best 
in the league on the defensive side, but could move to the other side 
of the ball to offensive tackle. 

Sophomore Eric Everley (6-6, 315) will compete for playing 
time along with freshman Jarvis Miller (6-3, 280). 

Heralded junior college transfers Anthony Bates (6-0, 280) and 
Mario Fatafchi (6-3, 295) will join the team in the fall to compete 
for playing time at tackle, Bates enrolled at K-State in the spring and 
went through spring drills. 

At defensive end, senior Darren Howard (6-4, 275) returns as a 
bona fide All-America candidate for new coach Bob Fello after earn- 
ing first-team All-Big 12 honors in 1998. He led the Big 12 in quar- 
terback sacks in 1998 with 10.5 after finishing third in 1997 with LL. 
He enters 1999 needing four sacks to become K-State’s career leader. 

Freshman Melvin Williams (6-4, 255) enters the spring as the 
backup to Howard and has shown the athletic ability to be a future 
star. 

On the other end, junior Monty Beisel (6-3, 255) enters the fall 
as the starter after rotating much of the time with Joe Bob Clements 
and Howard last season. Beisel was fourth on the team with 10 tack- 
les for loss last season. An outstanding athlete, Beisel saw time at 
fullback as well in 1998. 

Beisel will be competing with junior Chris Johnson (6-1, 265) 
who had an outstanding spring and will probably work in the three- 
man rotation at the position. He has shown considerable promise 
despite being hampered by injuries cach of the last two seasons. 
Junior Steve Altobello (6-4, 250) is also providing depth at defen- 
sive end while freshman Cory Hoffman (6-5, 250) also is a prospect 
to watch at this position, 

Junior college All-American Cliff Holloman (6-3, 265), rated as 
the top defensive end coming out of the JC ranks, is expected to give 
the defensive end position a big lift when he joins the team in August.

“We will be taking a hard look at the defensive line in the fall. 
We must continue to improve the players at this position. Two- 
year starter Damion McIntosh is back but is also up for a starting 
spot at left offensive tackle, DeVane Robinson, who saw signifi- 
cant playing time in 1998, is expected to replace Andrae Rowe. 
Eric Everley, Nilijah McCoy, Jarvis Miller, along with junior col- 
lege transfers Mario Fatafehi, who should compete for a starting 
role, and Anthony Bates, should add depth to this position. 

“At defensive end, we will be watching to see who assumes 
the leadership role played by Joe Bob Clements, who graduated. 
All-Big 12 performer Darren Howard returns for his senior year 
along with Monty Beisel and Chris Johnson, who have had sig- 
nificant playing time. Melvin Williams, Cory Hoffman, Steve 
Altobello and junior college transfer Cliff Holloman will be 
counted on to provide much needed depth.

The group did not disappoint, but, injuries kept the group from 
playing together in all but a handful of games, giving several 
younger players valuable playing ume. 

Simoneau returns for his senior season after leading the 
Wildcats in tackles last season and earning second-team All-America 
honors from the Associated Press. Simoneau enters 1999 as an All- 
America and Butkus Award candidate under new linebackers coach 
Jim Gush. 

Sophomore Ben Leber (6-3, 250) stepped in when Kelly was 
injured in 1998 and performed admirably to carn the opportunity as 
the starting middle linebacker. 

Senior Travis Litton (6-2, 240) enters the fall as the first player 
other than Ochs to start at that outside linebacker spot since 1994 
Litton lettered in 1998 while spelling the injured Ochs in several 
games and proved to be a reliable player. 

Junior Turelle Williams (6-0, 230) enters the fall backing up 
Leber in the middle and appears to have completely recovered from 
a leg injury that cut short his 1997 season. Junior Da’Von Brame (6- 
2, 220), who has missed each of the last two seasons while recover- 
ing from injuries, backs up Litton, Junior Jason Kazar (6-0, 225) 
started twice in 1998 while Simoneau recovered from an injury and 
begins 1999 behind him again. 

Junior college transfer Warren Lott (6-3, 235) looks to return to 
the field in 1999 after redshirting in 1998. Lott was regarded as the 
ACC Preseason Newcomer of the Year in 1998 before ending up)at 
K-State instead of Clemson. He will compete for playing time at both 
middle and outside linebacker. 

Senior Shelby Wehrman (5-10, 210), a special teams standout 
each of his seasons at K-State, also adds depth to the position as a 
three-year letterwinner. 
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Snyder on the Linebackers ... 

“With the loss of All-Big 12 performers Jeff Kelly and Travis 
Ochs, there will be a void that needs to be filled at two of the start- 
ing linebacker spots. Ben Leber and Turelle Williams, both expe- 
rienced players, are the top candidates to replace Kelly in the mid- 
dle. Travis Litton, Da’Von Brame and Warren Lott will compete to 
become the heir apparent to Ochs at strongside linebacker. Mark 
Simoneau returns for his senior season to anchor the linebacker 
corps from his weakside position. At that same spot, Jason Kazar 
seems to have solidified himself as Simoneau’s backup.”

Defensive Backfield in Brief ... 

The K-State defensive backfield under new defensive coordina- 
tor Phil Bennett may be the deepest position on the squad in 1999. 

All four starters from 1998 return, including All-Big 12 selec- 
tions Jarrod Cooper (6-1, 205) and Lamar Chapman (6-0, 175) at 
the two safety positions. Junior Dyshod Carter (5-10, 185) started 
12 games at one cornerback spot, while sophomore Jerametrius 
Butler (5-10, 170) started six and earned second-team Freshman 
All-America honors in 1998. 

Cooper earned second-team All-America honors last year while 
making 86 tackles, including 13 tackles-for-loss, and leading the 
team with three fumble recoveries. 

Chapman enters his fourth year as a starter at safety and has 
shown the ability to play cornerback as well. He has earned All-Big 
12 honors each of the last two seasons. 

Carter hopes 1999 will be his third season as a starter after mak- 
ing two interceptions last year. Butler moved into the starting role 
the final six games of the season following an injury to the graduat- 
ed Gerald Neasman. His play earned him second-team Freshman 
All-America honors from The Sporting News. 

Sophomore Milton Proctor (6-0, 200) stepped in as the nickel 
back in 1998 and served as a backup at strong safety behind Cooper. 

Sophomore Jon McGraw (6-3, 200) lettered as a backup to 
Chapman at [ree safety and as a special teams standout in 1998, 

At the short cornerback position, freshman Terence Newman 
(5-11, 170) and junior Adrian Beard (5-8, 175) enter the fall behind 
Carter. 

Newman was listed on the depth chart the entire season in 1998 
but never played to preserve four years of eligibility. A strong spring 
put him in position to compete for a starting job in 1999, 

Beard had earned a starting role in 1997 as a freshman before 
suffering a knee injury in his first game. He saw limited action on 
defense in 1998, but saw plenty of field time on special teams. 

Sophomore DeRon Tyler (5-8, 170) enters the fall behind Butler 
at wide corner following an impressive spring. 

Tyler is a junior college transfer who sat out last year as a red- 
shirt. He played just one year at junior college to preserve three 
years of eligibility. 


Snyder on the Defensive Backfield ... 

“With the loss of only one two-deep member from the 1998 
squad, we are excited about the possibilities of our secondary. We 
plan on working a number of different combinations in the fall to 
find our best group. The secondary will be led by senior Lamar 
Chapman and junior Jarrod Cooper, both returning All-Big 12 
selections. Vying for other spots will be redshirt freshman Terence 
Newman, sophomores Jerametrius Butler, Jon McGraw and 
Milton Proctor, and juniors Dyshod Carter, DeRon Tyler and 
Adrian Beard. Both Carter and Butler have starting experience.”

On the positive side, junior Jamie Rheem (6-1, 190) stepped in 
as the place-kicker in 1996 when Gramatica missed the season with 
a knee injury. Rheem sat out the 1998 season to preserve two years 
of eligibility. 

At punter, freshman Travis Brown (6-5, 210) and sophomore 
Mike Ronsick (6-2, 185) will battle in the fall to replace Garcia. 
Ronsick punted once in 1998 for 36 yards. 

Sophomore Neil Gosch (6-2, 242) moved ahead of classmate 
Matt Eck (6-5, 275) as the long snapper with a strong spring, 

David Allen earned All-America honors in 1998 after leading 
the nation in punt returns. He took four back for touchdowns and 
became the first player in NCAA history to return punts for touch- 
downs in three consecutive games, 

Allen enters 1999 562 yards behind Lee Nalley of Vanderbilt as 
the NCAA career punt return leader. Nalley piled up 1,695 yards in 
punt returns from 1947-49, 

Frank Murphy and Allen and Lamar Chapman are all experi- 
ence in kickoff returns with Murphy and Allen both averaging bet- 
ter than 26 yards per kickoff return. These three give K-State one of 
the most dangerous return corps in the nation. 


Junior punt return specialist David Allen became the first person in NCAA 
history to return a punt for a touchdown in three consecutive games.

Kansas State returns four first-team All-Big 12 picks on defense 
and one on special teams in 1999, Senior defensive end Darren 
Howard, senior linebacker Mark Simoneau, junior strong safety 
Jarrod Cooper and senior free safety Lamar Chapman earned first- 
team honors in 1998, along with with punt return specialist David 
Allen. 

Simoneau earned second-team All-America honors by the 
Associated Press and Cooper was named second-team All-American 
by The Sporting News. Allen earned first-team All-America honors 
from the Football Writers Association of America (FWAA), 
Associated Press and The Sporting News. 


ALLEN POISED TO MAKE RUN AT RECORDS 

Kansas State All-American David Allen enters his junior season 
needing 562 yards in punt returns to break one of the longest-stand- 
ing records in the NCAA record book. Allen is chasing the career 
record of 1,695 yards set by Vanderbilt's Lee Nalley from 1947-49. 
Allen returned punts for 403 yards as a freshman in 1997 and 730 
yards to lead the nation last season to total 1,133 yards for his career. 

Allen also enters 1999 with five touchdowns on punt returns for 
a Kansas State and Big 12 record. He needs two touchdowns on 
returns to catch Nebraska’s Johnny Rodgers and Oklahoma's Jack 
Mitchell for the former Big Eight and NCAA record of seven career 
touchdowns on punt returns. 


RHEEM TO REPLACE ALL-AMERICAN 
GRAMATICA AS PLACE-KICKER 

Junior Jamie Rheem enters 1999 as the likely replacement for 
two-time All-America pick Martin Gramatica as the K-State place- 
kicker. Rheem stepped in as a true freshman for Gramatica in 1996 
when Gramatica injured his knee prior to the season opener. Rheem 
made five of eight field goals and all 43 PATs in 1996, and both PATs 
in 1997 to total 57 points for his career. Rheem handled kickoff 
duties for the Wildcats in 1997. He sat out 1998 as a redshirt to pre- 
serve two years of eligibility. Gramatica, the 1997 Lou Groza Award 
winner, finished his Wildcat career with a school-record 349 points. 


HOWARD SACKING TO TOP OF LIST 

Senior defensive end Darren Howard enters 1999 with 24 career 
quarterback sacks, just 3.5 shy of the K-State career record held by 
Nyle Wiren (27.5 from 1993-96). Howard earned first-team All-Big 
12 honors in 1998 after leading the league with 10.5 sacks. That fol- 
lowed an 11-sack performance in 1997, 


THAT'S A FULL HOUSE 

Kansas State set a season attendance record at KSU Stadium in 
1997 with an average of 43,091 fans at every home game. For the 
10th consecutive year (all in the Bill Snyder era), ticket sales have 
increased. A record 36,000 season tickets were sold for the 1998 sea- 
son, an increase of nearly 2,000 from 1997, During Snyder's 10 years 
at K-State, season tickets have increased more than 380 percent. For 
the last two years, K-State has averaged better than 100 percent 
capacity for the season, Attendance figures are sure to increase again 
in 1999 as a stadium expansion project at KSU Stadium will add 
around 8,000 permanent seats to the structure. Capacity for the sta- 
dium beginning in 1999 will be more than 50,000.

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TELLING STATS 

¢ Red Zone Scoring — K-State has been a force within the red 
zone over the past few years. In 1998, the Wildcats scored +6 touch- 
downs and 14 field goals in 70 opportunities inside the red zone 
during the regular season. K-State’s lone failures inside the red zone 
were when the Wildcats were leading Indiana State 66-0 in the 
fourth quarter and the drive ended on downs on the ISU 4-yard line 
and Martin Gramatica missed a 35-yard field goal into the wind 
against Northeast Louisiana, Against Texas, K-State once turned the 
ball over on downs on the Longhorn 1-yard line and also fumbled 
the ball inside the Texas 20. Against Kansas, the Wildcats missed a 
field goal. Against Baylor, K-State saw a drive end on downs at the 
two-yard line and missed a field goal. Against Nebraska, KSU turned 
the ball over twice and went out on downs inside the 20. 

In 1997, Kansas State scored 34 TDs and kicked 12 field goals (92 
percent) in 50 opportunities inside the red zone. Opponents scored 
on 22 of 31 (71 percent) opportunities (12 TDs, 10 FG). The four 
times K-State failed to score were twice while running out the clock 
in wins over Ohio and Missouri, once on downs vs. Kansas and once 
on an interception vs. Syracuse, Kansas State forced seven turnovers 
inside the opponents’ red zone, including one in each of the last six 
games of the season. 

In 1996 K-State scored 85 percent (34-40) of the time it reached 
the opponent’ red zone including an 80 percent rate of touchdowns. 
Opponents scored 68 percent (21-31) of the time but scored touch- 
downs just 42 percent of the time. 


¢ 100-Yard Rusher — K-State’s loss to Texas A&M in the 1998 Big 
12 Championship game snapped a streak of 30 consecutive games 
(7-1 in 1998) when a Wildcat rusher tops the century mark. The 
Wildcats were 5-0 in 1996 and 6-0 in both 1995 and 1994 when a 
runner topped 100 yards. The previous loss had come in 1993 
against Nebraska when J.J. Smith rushed for 102 yards. 

¢ Third-Down Conversions — Kansas State's offense has been big 
on third downs while the Wildcat defense has been up to the task 


In 1998 K-State’s defense ranked third in the nation in total defense, 
allowing opponents just 268.3 yards per game. 


also. The Wildcats converted nearly 50 percent (90-182) of their 
third downs in 1998 including 73 percent (1 1-of-15) against lowa 
State. Defensively, K-State kept opponents to 26 percent in third 
down conversions by holding them to just 51-of-193, Five times 
during the season K-State held opponents to less than 20 percent on 
third down conversions including just 1-for-11 by Kansas. Here is a 
breakdown of conversions on third down in 1998:

¢ Scoring Early — K-State scored early and often in 
1998. Against Indiana State the Wildcats scored 38 
points in the first half and against Northern Illinois 
the Wildcats exploded for 59 first half points, includ- 
ing 34 in the second quarter. Against Texas the 
Wildcats jumped to a 35-0 halftime lead. K-State 
outscored opponents 300-69 in the first half in regu- 
lar-season games in 1998. 

In 1997, Kansas State outscored opponents 233-68 
in the first half after building 42-7, 23-0, 20-0, 24-3, 
16-3, 10-0, 6-2, 24-9, 27-6, 14-3 and 21-15 scores 
before the half vs. NIU, Ohio, Bowling Green, 
Missouri, Texas A@M, Oklahoma, Texas Tech, 
Kansas, Colorado, lowa State and Syracuse, respec- 
tively. K-State trailed 20-6 to Nebraska at the half 
Oct. +. The Wildcats held nine of 12 opponents to 
seven points or less, including three shutouts, in the 
first half in 1997, 

Kansas State outscored opponents 187-72 in the 
first half of games in 1996. 

Under Bill Snyder, Kansas State is 62-7, including 
66-5 in the 1990s, when the Wildcats score first. K- 
State enters 1999 having won 31 of 32 when it ptts 
the scoreboard to work first, with the loss coming to 
Texas A&M in 1998, 
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¢ Great Pass Defense — Allowing opponents to complete just 43.3 
percent (141-of-326) of their passing attempts and giving up just 
170.1 yards per game passing during the regular season in 1998, the 
K-State pass defense once again ranked among the best in the 
nation. The Wildcats’ pass efficiency defense rating of 101.2 ranked 
ninth in the nation in 1998, Through 12 games, the Wildcats aver- 
aged 1.33 interceptions per game. 

In 1997 the Wildcats held opponents to just 41.4 percent (99- 
239) accuracy in the passing department with only four TDs in +4 
quarters. The Wildcats went from the second quarter of the season 
opener at Northern Illinois to the fourth quarter of game No. 9 
against Kansas without allowing a touchdown pass - a streak of 33 
quarters. Texas A@M was the only team in the nation to allow fewer 
(3) touchdown passes than K-State in 1997.

MANHATTAN, KAN. — In a game where the Wildcats scored 73 
points, three of those points stood out more than the rest. Kicker 
Martin Gramatica, the 1997 Lou Groza Award winner and a candi- 
date for the 1998 award, booted a 65-yard field goal with two see- 
onds remaining in the first half. That kick tied for the fourth longest 
in NCAA history and is the longest since the kicking tee was disal- 
lowed in 1989. 

K-State jumped out to a 14-0 lead behind a David Allen 1-yard 
touchdown run and then Allen returned a punt 69 yards for anoth- 
er score. The Huskies rallied with a 13-play, 80-yard drive to bring 
the score to within seven points. K-State responded to score 45 more 
points in the half and then cruised to a 73-7 win. 

The win moved K-State’ record to 2-0 on the young season 
while Northern Illinois fell to 0-2 on the year.

MANHATTAN, KAN, — Kansas State versus Texas was a game that 
featured the nation’s top defense going against one of the leading 
candidates for the Heisman Trophy. When the dust settled, it was the 
Wildcat defense still standing as KSU beat the visiting Longhorns 
48-7. 

Texas’ Ricky Williams, who entered the game as the nation’s top 
running back by averaging 237.5 yards per game, was held to just 43 
yards on 25 carries by K-State’s top-ranked defense. Eric Hickson 
stole the offensive show as the senior running back raced for 124 
yards on 16 carries including a 44-yard touchdown romp for K-State’s 
first score. 

Hickson’s touchdown was the game's lone points in the first 
quarter. The Wildcats then exploded for 28 points in the second 
quarter to take a 35-0 halftime lead. 

The win improved K-State’s record to 3-0 on the season and 1- 
0 in the Big 12 Conference while Texas dropped to 1-2 and 0-1 in 
the league.

* David Allen’s 93-yard punt return for a touchdown was the second 
longest in school history. He became K-State’s all-time punt return 
yardage leader with 172 return yards on the day to set K-State and 
Big 12 records.

MANHATTAN, KAN. — K-State came into the Nebraska game with 
high expectations of ending 29 years of frustration and it did just that 
with a 40-30 win over the Cornhuskers. 

Nebraska opened the game with an impressive eight-play, 80-yard 
drive that concluded with an cight-yard pass from Eric Crouch to 
Sheldon Jackson. After recovering a Nebraska fumble, the ‘Cats drove 55 
yards in 11 plays and tied the score on a Michael Bishop two-yard run. 

The Wildcats would have a hard time holding onto the football for 
the rest of the first half as their next three possessions all ended with 
Bishop putting the ball on the turf and Nebraska recovering each time. 

It looked as if the Cornhuskers would take a commanding 17-7 
lead to the locker room, but Bishop began his redemption by leading 
K-State on a seven-play, 76-yard TD drive to narrow the halftime score 
to L7-14 Nebraska. 

K-State’s defense flexed its muscle in the third quarter, forcing four 
consecutive Husker punts and picking off'a Crouch pass on Nebraska's 
first five possessions. The K-State offense responded taking a 21-17 
lead on a 17-yard TD pass from Bishop to Darnell McDonald. Martin 
Gramaticas 25-yard field goal gave the Wildcats a 24-17 lead, but the 
fumble epidemic continued for K-State as NU’s Ralph Brown returned 
a Frank Murphy fumble for a touchdown knotting up the score at 24. 

The Wildcats opened the fourth quarter with a 21-yard Gramatica 
field goal to regain the lead 27-24, but the Huskers answered right 
back as Crouch again connected with Jackson giving Nebraska a 30- 
27 lead. Michael Bishop connected again with McDonald as 
the Wildcats regained the lead, 34-30. 

Nebraska had one last chance, but as Crouch moved around the 
pocket, Joe Bob Clements jarred the ball loose and Jeff Kelly returned 
it 23 yards for a KSU touchdown and a 40-30 win.

The Tigers answered right 
back as they scored two touchdowns in the waning moments of the 
first half, 

Corby Jones scored on a five-yard run and then connected with 
Kareem Wise on a 20-yard TD pass to give Mizzou a 13-10 halftime 
lead. 

K-State came out in the third quarter and scored two touch- 
downs in less than five minutes. Michael Bishop scored on a one- 
yard run, and Frank Murphy scored on a nine-yard run to give the 
Wildcats a 24-13 lead. A Missouri field goal cut the lead to 24-16. 

The Tigers struck first in the fourth quarter as Jones connected 
with John Dausman on a 20-yard TD strike. The two-point conver- 
sion attempt failed, and the Wildcats led 24-22. 

Frank Murphy scored his second touchdown of the day in 
unconventional fashion. He was hit as he got to the goal line and the 


ball squirted into the end zone. Murphy alertly scrambled on top of 


the ball for the touchdown giving K-State a 31-22 lead. 

A Mizzou field goal cut the lead to 31-25 and the Tigers got the 
ball back with a chance to drive for the winning touchdown but a 
fourth down pass from Corby Jones fell harmlessly to the ground 
preserving a Wildcat victory and an undefeated regular season.

The Wildcats led 27-12 going into the fourth quarter but the 
Aggies mounted a late rally. Texas A@M brought the score to with- 
in eight points when quarterback Branndon Stewart hit Leroy 
Hodges for a 13-yard touchdown. With just over a minute remain- 
ing in the game Stewart connected with Sirr Parker on a nine-yard 
touchdown strike to bring Texas AGM within two points. Stewart 
found an open Parker on the two-point conversion to tie the score 
and send the game into overtime. 

Both teams traded field goals in the first overtime period and K- 
State had to settle for a 25-yard field goal from Martin Gramatica to start 
the second overtime. On a third down and 17, Stewart again found an 
open Parker who scampered 32 yards for the winning touchdown.

Damian Johnson, an offensive lineman, played for the New York Giants 
team that defeated Denver, 39-20, on Jan, 25, 1987, at the Rose Bowl in 
Pasadena, Calif, Johnson lettered four times in his Kansas State career 
(1981-84) and played on the 1982 team that went to the Independence Bow!

Lynn Dickey and Steve Grogan’s jersey 11 has been retired by the 
Wildcats to honor the pair, who each donned that number while quarter- 
backing the Wildcats during some of the school’s most sucessful football 
seasons. It is the only time in school history that a number has been retired 
in any sport. 


A native of Osawatomie, Kan., Dickey spent 
most of his NFL career with the Green Bay Packers 
but also played several seasons with the Houston 
Oilers. He threw for more than 21,000 yards with 
the Packers, including 4,458 yards in 1983 which at 
the time ranked second in NFL history. He still 
holds numerous K-State passing records and ranks 
third on the Big Eights all-time list with 6,208 
career passing yards. He is also K-State’s all-time 
leader in total offense. Dickey was chosen at the first-team quarterback on

SHREVEPORT, La.—Badger quarterback Randy Wright tossed two 
touchdown passes as Wisconsin overcame an early deficit to take a 
hard-earned 14-3 victory over Kansas State in the seventh annual 
Independence Bowl. 

The game, played in cold wet conditions before an 
announced crowd of 49,523, marked the first-ever Bowl appearance 
by Kansas State in its then 87-year grid history. A 23-miles-per-hour 
wind dropped temperatures to 10 below zero and kept many fans 
away. 

After a scoreless first quarter, K-State took the game's first lead 
with 7:10 left in the second period when Steve Willis booted a 29- 
yard field goal after defensive end Bob Daniels recovered a fumble at 
the Badger 18-yard line. 

The KSU lead was short-lived. On Wisconsin's ensuing drive fol- 
lowing the field goal, the Badgers marched 79 yards in eight plays, 
scoring a touchdown on a 16-yard pass from Wright to Michael 
Jones to give Wisconsin a 7-3 halftime lead. 

Wisconsin struck again midway through the third quarter when 
game offensive MVP Wright connected with Tim Stracka on an 87- 
yard touchdown pass for a 14-3 Badger advantage. 

K-State drove deep into Wisconsin territory on its next two pos- 
sessions but could not score. One opportunity ended when a 
Wildcat pass was intercepted in the Badger end zone while the other 
was stymied at the Wisconsin 26-yard line when KSU could not con- 
vert on fourth down.

TUCSON, Ariz.— Its probable that not even Bill Snyder could have 
scripted the events of Dec. 29, 1993, any better as K-State put the 
finishing touches on one of its finest football seasons in school his- 
tory with a breathtaking 52-17 total domination of Wyoming. 

Although there were plenty of chapters still to be written, one 
can't find much skepticism with the fact that it was the greatest night 
in Kansas State football history. 

Perhaps K-State Athletics Director Max Urick set the tone for 
the day with an inspirational speech at the Copper Bowl Kickoff 
Luncheon earlier that afternoon. “As the sun begins to set on Tucson 
tonight,” Urick said, “you're going to see a purple haze on the hori- 
zon. Because they're coming and they're coming by the thousands.” 

An estimated 20,000 Wildcat fans made up almost half of the 
49,075 fans who helped set a Copper Bowl attendance record. With 
the east side of the stadium bulging at the seams with purple, the 
Wildcats proceeded to manhandle the Western Athletic Conference 
tri-champions. 

Wyoming took a quick 3-0 lead on a 35-yard field goal, but the 
rest, as they say, is history, K-State put its high-powered offense into 
overdrive and scored on its first three possessions. J.J. Smith put K- 
State on the board with a two-yard TD run as the Wildcats drove 68 
yards in just six plays to take a 6-3 lead. Tate Wright added a 22-yard 
field goal, and on its third possession, K-State drove 76 yards in only 
eight plays to take a 16-3 lead on Chad May’s two-yard TD plunge. 

In the first quarter alone, K-State rolled up 134 yards of total 
offense, including 90 yards on nine carries by Smith. Wyoming cut 
the lead to 16-10 near the end of the second quarter until two huge 
plays sandwiched around halftime ignited the rout. 

With 1:07 left in the first half, Wyoming punted deep in its own 
territory. Second-team All-American 
Andre Coleman fielded the ball at his 
own 32, sidestepped two defenders 
and then raced untouched down the 
far sideline for a touchdown to put 
K-State ahead 24-10 at the half. 

Coleman and company began 
the second half right where they 
left. off and quickly broke the 
Cowboys’ spirit with a dazzling 
61-yard touchdown pass from 
May to Coleman just 54 sec- 
onds into the third quarter. 

Freshman All-American 
Kevin Lockett then put K- 
State ahead 38-10 midway 
through the third quarter 
with a 30-yard touchdown 
recepuon.

HONOLULU, Hawaii—Kansas State played Boston College to a 
defensive standoff much of the afternoon at Aloha Stadium, but the 
Wildcat offense never got on track and fell 12-7 in the 1994 Aloha 
Bowl. 

The Eagles sacked K-State quarterback Chad May eight times, 
including a four-hit effort by end Mike Mamula, who was named the 
game's most valuable player. 

Couple that with a ground game that gained just 30 yards from its 
running backs and K-State netted just 124 altogether in finishing 9-3. 

The Eagles couldn't distance themselves from the Wildcats 
despite a 51-yard bolt by David Green on the second play of the 
game. That carry led to an early 7-0 cushion for the Eagles but 
would be the only touchdown they'd score. 

“For the most part, | thought our defense played well,” Bill 
Snyder said. “I didn't like that early play of the ball game because it 
put them in position to score a quick touchdown, but otherwise | 
felt our defense played fairly well.” 

K-State’s lone score came with cight seconds left in the first quar- 
ter when Joe Gordon crashed the middle of BCs line and blocked a 
punt by Jeff Beckley. Chris Sublette recovered the ball on the first 
hop in the end zone and the game was tied 7-7. 

However, BC would answer 
with its own end zone patrol later 
in the half when Mamula 
applied the biggest of his hits 
on May for a safety with 2:37 
left. 

The ‘Cats reached the BC 
19 on their ensuing drive, 
but Eric Shorter inter- 
cepted a dropped pass in 
the flat on third-and-15 
with 19 seconds left in 
the half. 


Sull, a defense 
that featured 
punter Eric 
Hardy, Gordon 


and a pair of 
10-tackle per- 
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formances from Chuck Marlowe and Mario Smith kept the ‘Cats 
within striking distance until the end. 

BC could only tack on a 35-yard field goal by David Gordon with 
1:18 remaining in the second half. 

That left K-State with one final shot. After barely converting a 
first down with a 21-yard strike to Mitch Running, May found Ron 
Brown one player later for a 16-yard completion to reach the BC 45 
with 10 seconds left. 

May heaved the ball into the end zone on the game’ final play, but 
the ball was knocked away from Running at the last moment to pre- 
serve the win for Boston College. 


JOE GORDON NAMED MVP 

Lost in the shuffle of K-State’s 12-7 setback to Boston College, 
was a brilliant performance by sophomore cornerback Joe Gordon, 
who was chosen Kansas State’s Most Valuable Player. 

After earning first-team All-Big Eight honors during the regular 
season, Gordon had an outstanding postseason with a blocked punt, 
an interception, three tackles and two pass deflections to key the 
Wildcat defense. 

Gordon set up K-State’s only score of the day late in the first quar- 
ter when he burst through the line to block a punt, which was recov- 
ered by Chris Sublette for a K-State touchdown,

— For the second time in three years, Kansas 
state ran roughshod over the Western Athletic Conference's best as 
he Wildcats outran, outplayed and outscored Colorado State for a 
34-21 win in front of more than 51,000 fans at the 1995 Plymouth 
Holiday Bowl at Jack Murphy Stadium. 

K-State began the scoring on an Eric Hickson 4-yard run with 
11:21 left in the first quarter.

Bowl-record tying four touchdowns. The junior signal-caller tossed 
scoring strikes to Brian Lojka, Tyson Schwieger, Kevin Lockett and 
Mitch Running. 

Including Miller's statistics before he was hurt, the Wildcat quar- 
terbacks combined to complete 24-of-32 passes for 324 yards and 
four touchdowns. 

On the defensive side of the ball, 
Smith earned MVP honors by pick- 
ing off two passes, registering two 
passes broken up, making four 
tackles and generally creating 
havoc among the Ram receivers.

DALLAS, Texas — An estimated 45,000 Kansas State fans descend- 
ed on Dallas to watch the Wildcats in their first-ever New Year's Day 
Bowl and were witness to one of the most exciting games of the 
1996-97 bowl season. 

After taking a 15-5 lead following a 72-yard touchdown pass from 
Brian Kavanagh to Kevin Locket, the Wildcats saw why Brigham 
Young quarterback Steve Sarkisian was considered one of the 
nation’s best. The Cougar QB tossed two fourth-quarter touchdowns 
to lead No. 5 BYU to a 19-15 Southwestern Bell Cotton Bowl victory. 

Following Sarkisian’s 28-yard scoring strike to Kealaluhi with 
3:39 remaining in the game, Kavanagh and Lockett led the Wildcats 
to a first down at the BYU 12-yard line with around one minute 
remaining. But, to the disappointment of K-State fans, Kavanagh's 
pass to Jimmy Dean was picked off at the 3-yard line by Omarr 
Morgan to preserve BYU's 14th win. 

The game's first score came when Cotton Bowl Defensive MVP 
Shay Muirbrook tackled Kavanagh in the end zone for a safety in the 
first quarter. After the free kick, Brigham Young scored again on an 
Ethan Pochman 39-yard field goal. 

Then K-State had a hard time getting on track until the final see- 
onds of the first half. Taking over following a punt at the KSU 44- 
yard line with 29 seconds remaining in the half, Kavanagh complet- 
ed two passes to give the Wildcats the ball at the BYU 41-yard line 
with six seconds on the 
clock. 

On the final play of the 
half, Kavanagh heaved a 
Hail Mary into the end 
zone, where, after the ball 
was deflected by a BYU 
defender, K-State junior | 
Andre Anderson 
scooped the ball in fora 
touchdown.

Wildcat quarterback Michael Bishop stole the show by throwing 
or four touchdowns and completing a career-high 14 passes for a 
career-best 317 yards. 

Darnell McDonald was on the receiving end of seven Bishop 
yasses and turned them into a school-record 206 yards in receptions 
ind three touchdowns. His 77-yard reception in the fourth quarter 
vas the longest in Fiesta Bowl history. 

After allowing Syracuse to jump out to a 3-0 lead on the first of 
Nate Trout’ three field goals, Bishop led the Wildcats to three-con- 
secutive touchdowns in the second quarter. The first came following 
1 failed fake field goal attempt by Syracuse, culminating in a 19-yard 
pass to McDonald. Bishop followed with a 12-yard TD dash on K- 
State's next possession, and wrapped up the first-half scoring with a 
28-yard completion to Justin Swift on a tight end screen. 

Syracuse scored 12 points in the final 2:18 to close within 21-15 
at the half. Following a scoreless third quarter, Bishop and the 
Wildcats put away the Orangemen with two big plays in the fourth. 

McDonald pulled in a long pass along the sidelines, fought off a 
Syracuse defender and completed a 77-yard TD play, then followed 
with a 41-yard reception with 3:17 remaining to salt the game away. 

Bishop finished the game with 390 yards in total offense, includ- 
ing 317 yards passing and 73 yards rushing. Swift caught a career- 
high five passes for a career-high 98 yards and one touchdown. 

Syracuse's Donovan 
McNabb threw for 271 
yards, but completed just 
16 of 39 passes. McNabb 
also ran for 81 yards.

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PRESIDENT 
DR. JON WEFALD 


Few college presidents have ever been 
as well recognized nationally for improving 
the athletic and academic programs on a 
campus as has K-State’s Jon Wefald. 

Lauded by publications from the 
Christian Science Monitor to Sports 
Illustrated to USA Today, and by broadeast- 
rs like Paul Harvey, the accomplishments during Wefald’s tenure have been 
vell noted in the national media. USA Today called these achievements the 
‘miracle in Manhattan’, 

Welald gained regional attention this past winter as well when he was 
selected by the Topeka Capital Journal as °1998 Kansan of the Year”, He was 
che first university president ever to receive this distinction. This honor rec- 
ognized him for his ability to recruit and retain talented academic and ath- 
letic students as well as talented teachers and administrators. 

Because of his efforts in bringing K-State to national prominence in 
many areas, K-State was ranked sixth of 90 “movers and shakers” identified 
on the Kansas Earthmovers List compiled annually by Hawver's Capitol 
Report, Topeka. The “Earthmovers” edition named 90 Kansans (or institu- 
tions) with the “political, business and/or social power to literally make the 
ground shake on some issues.” 

Under his leadership, K-State has added about 1.4 million square feet 
of new university buildings, including a new library, a new art museum, and 
a nationally-acclaimed plant science building, In addition, during the 
Wefald years, enrollments increased from about 15,000 to nearly 21,000; K- 
State built a healthy endowment program: and a national presence in ath- 
letics was created, With Wefald at the helm, K-State’s total research funding 
increased to a record $82.4 million in FY97, In that year, K-State had an eco- 
nomic impact of $2.4 billion on the state of Kansas. In fact, the university 
returns nearly $17 for every $1 of state funding it receives. 

For the future, Wefald plans to continue to build a stronger K-State. He 
wants to make faculty salaries competitive in the national marketplace, 
build anew biology building and maintain all of the strengths of the past. He 
also wants to improve undergraduate advising, expand graduate programs 
and increase research. 

Since his arrival in 1986, K-State leads the nation’s public universities 
in the total number of Rhodes, Marshall, Truman and Goldwater scholar- 
ship winners. K-State students have won more Truman scholarships, more 
Goldwater scholarships and more Phi Kappa Phi Fellowships than any other 
public university in the nation, By recognizing and encouraging excellence, 
Weflald has helped achieve the pinnacle of success, 

A native of Minneapolis, Wefald earned his BA from Pacific Lutheran 
(1959), MA in history and political science from Washington State 
University (1961) and doctorate in history from the University of Michigan 
(1965). 

Prior to joining K-State, he served as Chancellor of the State University 
System in Minnesota from 1982-86, a system made up of seven state uni- 
versities. He was president of Southwest State in Marshall, Minn.. from 
1977-82; Minnesota's Commissioner of Agriculture, 1971-77; and a member 
of the faculty at Gustavus Adolphus, 1965-70, His love for teaching caused 
him to return to the classroom to teach a history course at K-State in the Fall 
of 1991, 

Born Novy. 2+, 1937, Wefald is married to the former Ruth Ann Joynt. 
They have wo adult sons, Skipp and Andy, both have earned degrees from 
K-State and both married K-State graduates. Mrs. Wefald earned her BA and 
MA degrees in history at the University of Michigan. She was on the facul- 
ty at Mankato State University and worked in the Minnesota Office of 
Economic Security. 
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VICE PRESIDENT FOR 
INSTITUTIONAL ADVANCEMENT 


BOB KRAUSE 


Bob Krause has played a key role in the 
development of both the university and the 
athletics department since his appointment 
as K-State’s Vice President For Institutional 
Advancement in September of 1986, Krause 
is the chief spokesperson and student affairs 
officer for Kansas State University and also oversees many of the day-to-day 
operations of the athletics department, He also coordinates the University’s 
on-going activities with the KSU Foundation, the KSU Alumni Association 
and works with various external groups such as the Board of Regents and 
other governmental agencies. 

Since his arrival at K-State, Krause has focused attention on ways to 
improve the attraction and retention of students; means by which the 
University can better assist Manhattan and the State of Kansas in the area of 
economic development through cooperative endeavors with local and state 
agencies; and ways to expand public awareness regarding the value society 
receives from the teaching, research and service provided by K-State faculty. 

Along with the efforts of President, Dr. Jon Wefald, Krause has helped 
K-State realize steady enrollment increases to a school-record total of 21,137 
in the 1990-9] academic year. 

Krause came to K-State from the Minnesota State University System, 
where he had served as Director of Student Affairs from 1983 to 1986. In 
that role, he coordinated system-wide policy and program development for 
seven State universities enrolling some 51,000 students. From 1975 to 1983, 
he had served as Vice President for Student Affairs at Southwest State 
University in Minnesota. 

He has presented numerous papers on the future of post-secondary 
education and is a member of the Kappa Pi honorary art society, Omicron 
Nu honorary society, Alpha Tau Omega social fraternity, Blue Key national 
honorary society, and the Kappa Delta Pi and Phi Delta Kappa honorary 
education societies. 

Born Sept. 12, 1945, Krause received his masters in College Student 
Personnel Work from Michigan State University in 1968, and his bachelor’s 
degree in art education and art from Western Illinois University in 1967. He 
is married to Dr. Marty Vanier. He has three daughters — Katie and Kirsten, 
both graduates of K-State and Kathy, a senior at the University of Wisconsin-

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ATHLETICS DIRECTOR 
MAX URICK 


Max Urick was named Kansas State's 12th 
Director of Athletics on June 28, 1993. His 
dynamic leadership, sense of direction and 
expectation of a high level of professionalism 
within the department has Wildcat athletics 
well prepared for its entry into the 21st century. 

Since his arrival, Urick has been a key 
player in the development of the Big 12 Conference and its ongoing transition 
In doing so, he has solidified K-State’s athletic future in perhaps the premier ath- 
letics conference in college sports. But, as a team player, Urick is always quick 
to give credit to the many people involved in success at Kansas State, 

Under Urick’s guidance, the athletics department has made positive strides 
toward stabilizing the financial balance while continuing the exciting growth 
period for athletic facilities at K-State. Urick has placed a high priority on the 
gender equity issues at K-State by implementing several plans to enhance and 
increase women’s opportunities at K-State, including the addition of women's 
crew in 1996. Within the last year, the entire K-State athletics department and 
all student-athletes have participated in sexual harassment seminars, Another 
area in which Urick has placed high significance is student services including 
academic support. 

Since 1993, Kansas State has participated in six consecutive postseason foot- 
ball bow! games, played in men’s basketball postseason tournaments four umes. 
advanced to postseason play in women’s basketball two of the last three seasons 
and played in three consecutive NCAA women’s volleyball tournaments. 
Additionally, the Wildcats have established nationally prominent programs in 
cross country, track and field, women’s tennis, golf, women’s rowing and baseball 

Construction projects under the leadership of Unick include the $1 million 
Academic Learning Center for student services and the JumboTron screen, new 
scoreboards and marquee at the football complex. The latest projects are the 
addition of 8.000 permanent new seats, 31 sky suites and an upper deck to the 
east side of KSU Stadium. The new K-State baseball stadium is slated to open in 
the spring of 2000. 

Since 1993, season football ticket revenue has jumped more than 460 per- 
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cent and corporate sponsor- 
ships have risen more than 250 
percent, Licensing revenue of 
K-State merchandise continues 
a steady climb up after topping 
$500,000 in 1998-99 to rank 
among the Top 15 in the nation. 
K-State’s annual operating bud- 
get has doubled in Urick’s seven 
years. These numbers prove 
that the financial health of the 
athletics department has stabi- 
lized and thrived under Urick’s 
direction 

Urick came to K-State after 
spending 19 years at Iowa State. 
including 10 as the Cyclones’ 
Director of Athletics. He origi- 
nally joined the ISU. staff as 
assistant athletics director in 
1974 and then took over as ath- 
letics director in 1983. 

Before his arrival at lowa State in 1974, Urick spent 13 seasons as a colle 
giate football coach at several levels. He began his career in 1961 as an assistant 
freshman football coach at the United States Military Academy in West Point 
From 1963 to 1966 he was an assistant football coach at Ohio State University 
under the legendary Woody Hayes. He also served as an assistant foothall coach 
at Denison University in Granville, Ohio, before accepting the head football 
coaching position at Wabash (Ind.) College in 1966. After four years at Wabash. 
he was an assistant coach at Duke University from 1970-74. 

He also holds professional memberships in the National Association of 
College Directors of Athletics (NACDA) and has been on the Division lA 
Athletics Directors Board of Trustees and Cost Reduction Committee. 

A native of Troy, Ohio, Urick was an All-America football and lacrosse play- 
er at Ohio Wesleyan and also won a conference wrestling title prior to earning 
his bachelor's degree in biological science/physical education in 1961. He 
received his masters degree in physical education from Ohio State in 1965, 

Urick is married to the former Lynn Mitchell, Max and Lynn are active in the

He also has been the driving force 
behind the newly completed Learning and 
Academic Center located at the Vanier 
Football Complex, the renovation of Ahearn 
Field House for women’ volleyball and the 
construction of the women’s basketball offices 
at the Foundation building. 

Barrett. accepted that position in 
January of 1991 after working as a consul- 
tant in the departments portion of the 
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Essential Edge Campaign, a university;wide 
project with a goal of raising $100 million, 
including $15 million for the athletics 
department. Prior to rejoining the K-State 
staff, he was the vice president for market- 
ing at Chief Drilling in Wichita. 

Barrett's fund-raising efforts for the 
department actually began in 1961 when he 
made the transition from assistant basketball 
coach to assistant athletics director. He later 
served as K-State’s athlencs director from 
1969-1976 and spearheaded fund-raising 
campaigns for KSU Stadium, the athletics 
dormitory, artificial turf, the R-V. Christian 
Track and Field Complex, Dev Nelson Press 
Box, the indoor football facility, | the

Note: Prior to the opening of KSU Stadium, the 
Wildcats played in Memorial Stadium, which 
opened in 1924 and still stands on the main campus. 
Kansas State's first football home was on a site that 
is now Bluemont Elementary School (a few blocks 
east of campus). The first grandstand for that facili- 
ty was hoisted in the early 1900s by 1890 KSU grad- 
uate and Manhattan lumberyard owner Emil Pfuetz.

As World War | came to a conclusion in 1918, the faculty of Kansas 
tate Agricultural College thought it would be appropriate to build a memo- 
ial to the 45 KSAC students who had lost their lives in service to their 
ountry, 

The next year, that concept was combined with the school’s need for a 
ew football facility, and the idea for Memorial Stadium was born. In May 
922, bids were let for construction, and work began on the west side. The 
ast structure was added in 1924. 

The original plans for the stadium were impressive, considering the era. 
he stadium was to seat 22,500, and form a horseshoe on the southwest cor- 
ver of the campus around a field running north and south, 

Each side of the stadium began and ended with a tower that rose 10 feet 
tigher than the 40-foot walls. In between the two, plans called for a third 
ection, complete with two 60-foot towers at the south end of the field and 
grand entrance for fans. 

Work to enclose the back walls of the east and west structures pressed 
hrough the late 1920s, but all work came to a halt when the Depression hit 
n 1929. After the Depression, the cost of the stadium had risen from 
>350,000 to $500,000 and the final section to enclose the horseshoe never 
nade it beyond the planning stage. 

The stadium was intended to not only serve as a home for the KSAC’s 
ootball program, but to also supplement the crowded facilities at Nichols 
symnasium, 

Mike Ahearn, the former football coach who served as the school's 
Director of Athletics in the 1920s, wrote in the Feb. 1, 1923, edition of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College Bulletin about the need to build the new 
stadium to replace the field that carried his name. 

“The Memorial Stadium will make it possible to care for the 1,600 
young men and the 800 young women who are taking physical education 
and engaging in varsity and intramural athletics. and will also give seating 
capacity for the crowds coming to view our games,” Ahearn wrote. 

With only three sections of the west wing completed in 1922, the first 
zame was played at Memorial Stadium, a 47-0 victory over Washburn 
University, Forty-six seasons later, K-State played its final game at Memorial 
stadium — a 40-6 loss to Colorado, 

Beginning with the 1968 season, the team moved to KSU Stadium, and 
since then, the space and offices beneath the two sides of Memorial Stadium 
have been used for a variety of academic and administrative purposes.

First Game 


History has forgotten the actual score of the first football game played 
at the school now called Kansas State University 

On Dec. 2, 1892, a team from Kansas State Agricultural College played 
its first game. At “quarter back” was a sophomore from Colfax, IL, named 
A.D. Benson. Benson had introduced his schoolmates to football when he 
arrived at KSAC in 1891. 

rhe sport, however, was quickly banned by the college. Five years later, 
the school’s newspaper, the K-State Industrialist, remarked, “It is hoped that 
our students have the good sense to play even football without violence, but 
the game as sometimes played is next to barbarism. 

In 1896, KSAC played the first game now recorded in K-State's list of 
all-time scores. A team coached by Ira Pratt traveled to Fort Riley on 
Thanksgiving Day and lost to a squad comprised of soldiers, 14-0. Later that 
fall, KSAC played Fort Riley again, and this time the game ended in a 6-6 
tie. It was during the 1896 season that KSAC adopted the mascot “Aggies. 
and selected Royal Purple as the school’s official color. 
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K-State Traditions 


First Night Game 


On Oct. 7, 1932, the Kansas State Wildcats played the first night foot- 
ball game in school history. The team traveled to Salina, Kan., to play Kansas 
Wesleyan that Friday evening and won the contest, 52-6, before a crowd of 
about 4,000. All-time great Ralph Graham, known as The Rammer, set a K- 
State single-game record that still stands by scoring 27 points on four touch- 
downs and three extra points. 

Fifteen years later, on Sept. 20, 1947, K-State played its first night game 
in Manhattan, losing 12-0 to Oklahoma State at Memorial Stadium, 


Ken Ochs Courage Award 

Ken Ochs was a 6-foot, 208-pound long 
shot to make the K-State football team in 1966. 
The La Crosse, Kan., native made the K-State 
team but suffered a leg injury during that 
spring’ drills. After his leg didn’t respond to 
treatment, it was discovered that Ochs had a 
malignant bone tumor, His leg was amputated 
six inches above the knee. 

Ochs returned to K-State and earned his 
degree in the spring of 1969. By then, he was a 
manager for the football team, and the pro- 
gram had named an honor for personal 
courage in his name. Ken Ochs died of cancer 
Oct. 3, 1969.

The Color Barrier 


In 1948, Harold Robinson graduated from Manhattan High School and 
prepared to become Kansas State’s first black student-athlete. After sitting 
out the 1948 season as all freshmen were required, K-State head coach 
Ralph Graham in 1949 made Robinson the first African-American to receive 
an athletic scholarship in the Big Seven Conference. 

Robinson was named an All-Conference center in 1950, his junior sea- 
son, despite playing for a 1-9-1 K-State team, Robinson gained the consid- 
erable respect of opponents and fans despite the smoldering racism that was 
so pervasive during his playing days. He wasn't allowed to stay at the same 
hotel as his teammates on many road trips, instead staying in private resi- 
dences. Hoyt Givens did not play in 1949, but 
joined Robinson on the varsity in 1950 as a non- 
scholarship player. 

Following Robinson as a barrier breaker in 
Big Seven baseball in 1952 was Earl Woods, the 
father of golf superstar Tiger Woods. Other K- 
Stater’s instrumental in breaking down the color 
barrier were Gene Wilson in basketball in 1952, 
Veryl Switzer, Wilson, Norman Mills, Clifford 
Bizek and Herman Wilson in track in 1953 and 
Don Harris in tennis in 1952, Switzer earned All- 
America honors in football for the Wildcats and 
went on to be the fourth player selected in the 
NFL draft by the Green Bay Packers in 1954.

One of the truly unique aspects of Kansas State football under Bill 
Snyder is the Golden Cat Program - an organization made up of for- 
mer K-State football players, managers, trainers, coaches and support 
staff. 

The primary purpose is to bring together all of the past members 
of the football program, to provide opportunities for them to reunite 
and spend time with teammates of the past, support the student-ath- 
letes who presently represent their program and help unite Kansas 
State University in a way never accomplished before. The organiza- 
tion brings additional funds into the football program and enables for- 
mer athletes to enjoy the rewards, success and activities of supporting 
their school. 

The Golden Cat program was developed in 1990 with each 
Golden Cat making a financial contribution to help build new oak 
lockers for each current player in the program. The Golden Cat Club 
is the strongest team sport support group at Kansas State. The club has 
provided strong financial assistance through the purchase of such 
things as weight equipment, rehab equipment and computers for the 
Academic Learning Center. The former players feel a strong sense of 
pride to be involved with Kansas State football. 

For the Golden Cats, it's a great opportunity to give back to the 
program, plus they can witness first-hand how their contributions 
have enhanced the opportunities of current and future football stu- 
dent-athletes. 

In turn, the Golden Cats truly remain a part of the program, while 
receiving various privileges such as the brass name plates, pregame 
tailgate parties, Golden Cat clothing, video tapes, game program 
recognition and other memorabilia. 

The Golden Cat program is under the direction of Erick Harper, a 
four-year starter at strong safety for the Wildcats from 1986-89. 
Harper is now the assistant athletics director for compliance at K-

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Governor's Trophy 

The Governor’ Trophy Game between Kansas State University and the 
University of Kansas was initiated in 1969 by Gow Robert Docking. The 
original traveling trophy was retired following the 1996 K-State victory, A 
new trophy was introduced following the 48-16 win at Manhattan in 1997, 
The trophy is presented to the winning team and coaches in the winner's 
dressing room immediately following each year's game 


The Lou Groza Collegiate Place-Kicker Award 

K-State’s Martin Gramatica was as close to perfection as a place-kicker 
could be in 1997 by making 19 of 20 field goal attempts. For his efforts, 
Gramatica became the first major national football award winner in Kansas 
State history by earning the Lou Groza Collegiate Place-Kicker Award 
“Automatica” Gramatica earned consensus first-team All-America honors 
and became K-State’s leading career scorer. He set a K-State single season 
record with his 19 fields goals, and another by making 13-consecutive field 
goals. 

Gramatica was awarded the Groza Award in ceremonies at West Palm 
Beach, Fla., on Dec. 9, 1997. The Lou Groza Award is sponsored by the Palm 
Beach County Sports Commission and was presented by the Orange Bow] 
Committee. Following the ceremony in West Palm Beach, Gramatica trav- 
eled to Orlando and appeared on the ESPN College Football Awards Show 


First Downs

What Every Alumnus and Booster of 
Kansas State University Should Know 

As a supporter of K-State, you have a lot of pride 
in your school. You are proud of KSU's high acade- 
mic standards, our adherence to values and the over- 
all quality of the K-State experience, 

Kansas State has a long tradition of integrity but 
to help assure compliance with NCAA and confer- 
ence rules, please take a few minutes to read this 
information, The cligibility of Kansas State's stu- 
dent-athletes and reputation of the department and 
university depend greatly upon your cooperation. 


Key Point 

A “representative” of Kansas State’s athletic inter- 
ests is: an individual who is known (or who should 
have been known) by a member of K-State’s execu- 
tive or athletics administration to: 

a) have participated in or to be a member of an 
agency or Organization promoting KSU athletics 

b) have made financial contributions to the ath- 
letic department or to an athletic booster organiza- 
tion of K-State 

¢) have been involved otherwise in promoting 
the institution’ athletic program. 

d) bought or received tickets to a K-State athlet- 
ics event 
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Once an individual is identified as an “athletic 
representative,” the person retains that identity for- 
ever, 


Key Rule: NCAA BYLAW 13.01.5 

In Division I, representatives of athletics interest 
are prohibited from making in-person, on-or-off 
campus recruiting contacts, written, telephonic 
communications or e-mail transactions with a 
prospect or the prospects relatives or legal 
guardians. 


Interpretations 

1. A representative of a Division | institution is 

prohibited from making in-person recruiting contact 
with a prospect and his or her parents/guardian on 
or off campus. 
Limited Exception: You may have contact with a 
prospect regarding permissible pre-enrollment activ- 
ities such as summer employment, provided the 
prospect has already signed a National Letter of 
Intent and K-State is aware that you are making 
these contacts in regard to employment, 

2. A Division I representative is prohibited from 

writing or telephoning a prospect and his or her par- 
ents or legal guardians. 
Limited Exception; You may have a phone conversa- 
tion with a prospect only if the prospect initiates the 
call. Such a call may not be prearranged by a K-State 
staff member and you are not permitted to have a 
recruiting conversation, but may exhibit normal 
civility. You must refer any questions about the 
University’s athletic program to the athletic depart- 
ment 

3. A representative is prohibited from contacting 

a prospects coach, principal, or counselor in an 
attempt to evaluate the prospect. 
Limited Exception: NCAA rules do not preclude you 
from viewing a prospect's contest on your own ini- 
tiative, but you may not contact the prospect, pick 
up game films or transcripts. 


What can | do? 

If you know of a high school or junior college 
student-athlete who might want to attend Kansas 
State, the only permissible activity for a representa- 
tive is to call the appropriate K-State coach. 


What is an “Extra Benefit?” 

An extra benefit would include provision of any 
transportation, meals, clothes, entertainment, pref- 
erential loan terms, wages not commensurate with 
duties, or other benefits offered to a prospect or cur- 
rent student-athlete which is unavailable to the gen- 
eral student population. 


What can you do with prospects? 

DO feel free to attend high school and junior col- 
lege athletic events. You simply cannot have any 
contact with the prospective student-athletes or rel- 
atives, Should you find yourself seated next to par- 
ents of a prospect, DO NOT initiate conversation 
with the relatives. If conversation is initiated with 
you, respond ina civil manner, but DO NOT discuss 
K-State’s athletic program with them. If they raise 
questions about athletics, remind them that the 
NCAA prohibits you from discussing athletics with 
them, Direct their questions to the athletic depart- 
ment. You MAY discuss the University in general, 
and its academic programs 

DO continue established family relationships 
with friends and neighbors. Contacts with sons and

daughters of those families are permitted as long as 
they are not made for recruiting purposes and are 
not prompted by Wildcat coaching staff members. 
You ARE permitted to play “pick up” games, contin- 
ue neighborhood picnics or backyard barbecues and 
engage in your normal activities with prospects and 
their parents who are family friends. 

DO feel free to attend a public event (ie. awards 
dinner) at which prospects are in attendance. NO 
attempt should be made to contact or recruit the 
prospect at these events

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What can | do for current K-State athletes? 

DO feel free to invite a student-athlete to your 
home for an occasional meal, but you must first con- 
tact the coach in the sport in which the student-ath- 
lete is a participant, Remember, the student-athlete 
must provide his or her own transportation, You 
may do this a maximum of one time per school term 
per athlete, 

DO feel free to invite a team for dinner or to meet 
with a group of alumni in a city where they are com- 
peting, The NCAA permits student-athletes AS A 
TEAM to receive special benefits not permitted as 
individuals. Arrangements for such events must be 
made in advance with the head coach or appropriate 
athletic staff member. 


How can | assist with summer employment? 
DO pay student-athletes employed by you for 
work actually performed and at a rate commensu- 
rate with the going rate for similar services in the 
community and your business. 
DO notify the head coaches or the athletic 
department of job possibilities for student-athletes. 


Other questions and answers: 

Q. May | accompany the coach during a “home” 
visit with the prospect? 

A. No 


Q. May I drive a prospect to a secondary school’s 
reception in my local area? 

A. No, unless such arrangements are made for all 
students in attendance. 


Q. May a booster group finance a season-ending 
banquet?) May it purchase any awards for the team? 
A. Yes, provided all funds are expended through the 
athletic department. Since the NCAA has estab- 
lished a value limit on awards received by student- 
athletes, it is important to have all awards approved 
by the athletic department.
